A Proclamation for the prices of Victuals 
within the Verge of the Court. 


N Our Subiects in the Common wealth, And ſpecially within the Uerge of Our 
Court, where Our Nobilitie, Seruants and Traine (dayly attending vpon 
Our perſon) are lodged and placed by Our Yarbengers, are vnlawfully erac- 
S J ted vpon with vnreaſonable and extreame pꝛices, by the ſaid Uictuallers, en⸗ 
haunſing the ſame Uictuals, Yozſemeat, Lodgings, and all other neceſſaries at 
4 moze deare pꝛice then it was ſold toꝛ (to Our common Subiects) beloꝛe our comming, And foz that 
late it appeareth vnto dus by the Recoꝛds ol Our Counting houſe, that all the Kings of this Kealme, 
(Our ogemitours) haue alwayes had a ſpeciall care to reſtraine the exceſſe gaining by the afozeſaidUic- 
tuallers and others within the Uerge of their Courts, And allo foz that it further appeareth vnto das, that 
of latemore extreame exaction is vſed by the fozeſaid Uictuallers, and others towards Our Seruants, 
CraineandDuiters , attending Our Courts whereſoeuer wee make Our abode, thenheretofoze hath 
bene, Nothing reſpecting Our P2erogatiue, noꝛ the Lawesof Our Realme, Therefoze Our will and 
rleatureis, and Me doe hereby ſtraitly charge and command, that all perſons doe obey and keepe allſuch 
prices, as is and ſhalbe pꝛiced, afſeaſſed, and rated by the Clearke of the Market of Our Houchold within 
theuierge of Our Court, aſwell within Liberties as without; And the Jury befozehim, oz his lawful 
peputie, dy vertue of his Office woꝛne and charged from time to time, The ſame Rates and pꝛices not 
onelptobecertifiedby Our ſaid Clearkeof the Market, oz his Deputie into Our Counting houſe, But al- 
oled and let vpon the Gates of Our Court, and other places within the Uerge, aſwell within Liberties 
4s without; And that no maner ofthe perſon oꝛ perſons atfozeſaid, of what eſtate oꝛ degree ſoeuerhe oz they 
he, doe in any wiſe pay moze foz Cozne, Uictuals, Yozſemeat, Lodging oz any other thing, then after the 
kate and loꝛme afozeſaid, vpon paine of impꝛiſonment, and to be Fined with further puniſhment that hall 
thereoffollow, The ſame paines and puniſhments, and euery part thereof to be executed vpon all thoſe per⸗ 
ſons,andeueryof them which doe, oꝛ hall pzeſume to al ke oꝛ demand, vtter and ſell any maner of thing, oz 
things, contrary to the true meaning of this Our Pꝛoclamation. And mozeouer me doe ſtraitly charge and 
command, that no maner ot perſon oz perſons, now vling, oꝛ which hereafter Gall vſe, oꝛ of right ought to 
bſetoſerueany City. Boꝛough. Towne oꝛ other place where Our repoſe and abode is, oꝛ ſhalbe,o: elſewhere 
vithin the Berge of Our Courts, aſwell within Liberties as without, with any kinde of Coꝛne 02 Uictu- 
iss other neceſſaries, aſwell vpon the Market day. as at any other time, halbe any thing the mozeremille 
Qacke ſoꝛ making ol pꝛouiſion foꝛ the ſame, then they oꝛ anyof them heretoloꝛe haue bin, noꝛ vile any co- 
lourofcraft to deceiue the buyers thereof, No hide oꝛ lay aſide their Cozne,Uictuals,Yozſemeat, Lodgings 
0any other necellaries to diminiſh the Market, whereby Our whole Traine within any Citie, Bozough, 
cowne, and other inhabitants of the ſame, and other Our Subiects thereunto reſozting, ſhouldnot be as 
vellſeruedandas plenteouſly furniſhed in euery behalfe as it was befoze, oꝛ of right ought to haue beene 
indefraude of this Our ozdinance. And furthermoze we ſtraightly charge and expꝛeſſely Commaunde all 
Our Officersof Greencloth, Our Juſtices of Peace, Our Clearkeofthe Market, his Deputy oz Deputies, 
Daiozs, Bayliftes, Sheriffes, Counſtables, andallother Our faithfull Officers andeueryofthem, of Ci⸗ 
Townes, Yundzeds, and other places within the Uerge of Our Court as well within li⸗ 
date as without from time to time, when, and as often as neede ſhall require, vpon Complaint by any 
partie tultiy made, diligently euery of them within their authoꝛities fozthwith to endeuour themlelues to 
tetntpunihment, and due refozmationof the pꝛemiles againlt ſuch perton oꝛ perſons as hall offendhere-
